The 1930 census consists of 2,667 rolls of population schedules and 1,587 rolls of soundex indexes for 12 
southern states, totaling 4,254 rolls. Even though the statistical summaries collected by enumerators are made 
shortly after the census is taken, information on individuals and families is restricted by law for privacy reasons for 


72 years. 


The 1930 census provides a wealth of socioeconomic information such as the following: names of all persons 
living in each home, relation of each person to the head of household: whether the home is owned or rented; value 
of the home, if the family owns a radio, if they own a farm; whether they attended school or college; if they can 
read or write; place of birth; citizenship status; and occupation.

Information given on lists generally includes ship’s name, arrival date, passengers’ 
names, age, Sex, occupation, nationality, and sometimes literacy, destination, class of 
travel (first class, steerage, etc.), embarkation port, and on 1880's lists, sometimes 
place of birth! 

Beginning about 1890: generally all of the above plus departure date, marital status, 
race, last residence, name and address of close relative or friend in homeland, how 
much money-carried, whether ever in U.S. before, name and address of a relative or § 
contact in the U.S., health, height, weight, hair and eye color, and from about 1920, 
planned length of stay and citizenship intentions!

In Scottish Highland games, athletics are the main ingredients. After all, that was the 
very root of the games. Each clan would send their strongest and hardiest clansmen to 
compete at a given location in different feats of strength and endurance. 

Putting the stone, swinging the hammer, throwing the sheaf of hay over a high bar - 
and, of course, the caber toss. 
“Caber” is the Gaelic word for tree. 

_ It is said the origin of the caber toss was when the clans had to cross a small river or 
stream, they would cut down a caber and give it to the strongest clansman. He would pick | 
it up, run and toss it end-over-end straight in front of him. The caber would land across" 
the stream on each bank forming a bridge for the rest of the clan. r 

All of the athletics at Highland games had a practicle purpose. = ; ‘SS 

Today, these events always draw a big crowd of spectators. 

In modern times, we see a welcome change for our female counterparts. Women are 
accepted in a lot of roles that at one time were dominated by men. You’ll see women | 
working as construction workers and in other fields once considered “men only.” : 

They have shown that they are equal, if not better, in some positions. 

This leads me back to the heavy athletics. : 

A few years ago, some brave young lassies had the idea to try the heavy athletics at 7 
Highland games. They would do their games in a corner of the field away from the main, g7_ 
athletics. Very soon, they were also drawing a big crowd of spectators - which surprised || 
the male competitors. 

It wasn’t long before they were sharing the field with the men in their own competi- 
tion. 
















The male athletes gave every support to these ground-breaking ladies. By teaching } 





athletes, by their male counterparts. 

Some games committees were a little slower to accept the women competitors. For 
hundreds, if not thousands, of years, the heavy athletics have been a male dominated 
domain. We know that any change in anything sometimes brings adverse reactions. 

On the whole, games committees stick to the traditional, which is not wrong, but to 
keep tradition alive, we need to draw young and enthusiastic people. 

I remember when Celtic rock bands featuring bagpipes came on the scene. Tradition- 
alists kind of looked “down their noses” and whispered to each other. It was a change 
from the normal and was hard to accept by some. Now the Celtic rock bands are wel- 
comed - and with a bunch of great musicians who are drawing young people to the games 
to carry on after we have gone. : 

Change is not always good, but in this instance, in my mind, it is a positive change. 

Women’s athletics draws other women and young people to the games. Because of 
the upsurge of healthy living styles, exercise and weight lifting are now being done by 
many women. The athletics opened the door for others with a sense of competition and a 
taste for the traditions of Scotland to compete. 

So, come on you Traditionalists, give these young lassies a chance and the others that. 
will follow. Take this change as a positive one and think of how many more tickets you 
will sell for your games. ;

Q: You have written a very 
interesting book.. But why does 
your publisher say this is “the 
first modern account of one of 
the epic stories of Scottish his- 
tory: the rise and fall of Clan 


Donald”? What’s so different © 


about the book, compared to 
others written on the Donalds 
and Campbells, for your pub- 
lishers to lay claim to such a 
boastful phrase? 

A: I write the cover copy 
for all of my books, so if my 


claim that that The Lords of - 


the Isles is the first modern 
account of the rise and fall of 
Clan Donald is boastful, I 
have to plead guilty as 
charged! I take the view that 
when a casual reader picks 
up a book it is important to 
grab his attention in the best 
way possible, in an attempt 
to ensure that he will explore 
further. What better way to 
do this than to claim some 
unique or special feature for 
the book in question? Be- 
sides, I have to say, in plead- 
ing mitigation, that the state- 
ment is largely true. There 
are other books on Clan 
Donald, but they tend to be 
partial accounts, dealing with 
a limited time period or a 
particular aspect of the fam- 


ily. As far as Iam aware, the | 


last complete account of the 
family was Clan Donald by 


Donald J. Macdonald, pub- 
lished in 1978. This book 
passes over the Highland 


Clearances in complete si- 


lence. More seriously, it is 
largely based on huge and 
unacknowledged grafts from 
the earlier Clan Donald by 
the Reverends Angus and 
Archibald Macdonald, pub- 
lished in three volumes be- 
tween 1893 and 1904. 

Q: You write about the 
Battle of Harlaw in July 1411, 
and you list Calum Beg Mack- 
intosh as commander of the left 
division with Maclean of 
Durant on the right and Donald 
himself in the middle. What 
can you tell us about Mackin- 
tosh the man and how he came 
to be a commander for the Lord 
of the Isles, leading the left di- 
vision against Mar?

Records at this time 
are notoriously scanty, espe- 
cially those dealing with 
Highland affairs.

A: Migration and inter- 
marriage was a common fea- 
ture of life during the Lord- 
ship of the Isles. However, 
blood loyalty was confined to 
the older families, long estab- 
lished in the Isles and 
Lochaber. When the Lord- 
ship acquired the feudal 
Earldom of Ross in the early 
fifteenth century, there 
would, of course, have been 

marriages between the 
Macdonalds and_ the 
Mackenzies, the leading fam- 
ily of Inverness-shire. Even 
so, the Mackenzies never de- 
veloped any lasting attach-

“ Missing Friends” 





notices most helpful 





nthe mid-nineteenth 

century, when thou 

sands of men, women 
and children fled Ireland to es- 
cape famine, The Boston Pilot, 
a Catholic newspaper, published 
a regular weekly column of ad- 
vertisements placed by immi- 
grants who had lost contact with 
family members and friends. 

A Boston College profes- 
sor compiled and published 
these advertisements in several 
volumes. They are a valuable 
source for historians studying 
the Potato Famine as well as 
genealogists searching for 
their own families. Similar 
notices appeared in American 
newspapers in the 1700s and 
early 1800s and often contain 
surprisingly detailed informa- 
tion about Scot-Irish settlers. 
They can be found not only in 
the papers published in the 
major port cities, but inanany 
inland towns as well. 

Reading through a file of 
The Pennsylvania Gazette or 
The South Carolina Gazette 
for another purpose, I find my 
attention caught by advertise- 
ments seeking word of a 
brother or son who left Ulster 
years earlier. I wonder if they 
were ever reunited. 

Some of these “missing 
friends” advertisements are al- 
ready accessible in published 
abstracts of genealogical ma- 
terial from one or other early 
American newspaper. As 
more indices and abstracts be- 
come available, it will be pos- 
sible to find these notices with 
ease. 

For the most part, a re- 
searcher can only hope to 
stumble across one of special 
interest. Here are samples of 
such notices placed in Ben 
Franklin’s Pennsylvania Ga- 
zette in 1760. “Whereas one 
Hugh Alexander, and his Wife 
Elizabeth, with three Children, 
named Martha, Mary, and Wil- 
liam, left Ireland, from the 
County of Tarone (Tyrone), 
and Town of Balamana 
(Ballymenagh), within a mile 
of Cookes-Town, about 21

N.B. Also one Mr. Toranes 
Moress, who came with the 
said Hugh Alexander, and is 
lame, if he also will apply to 
the abovesaid Mr. Carson, may 
hear of something to his Ad- 
vantage.” Pennsylvania Ga- 
zette, July 17, 1760. 

This Alexander family left 
the Townland of Ballymenagh 
in Derrloran Parish, County 
Tyrone, about 1739 and settled 
somewhere in the American 
Colonies. Despite the mis- 
spellings, it was easy to locate 
the townland because it is 
within a mile of Cookstown. 
Since Ballymenagh is a 
townland of just 204 acres, a 
descendant could easily walk 
around the place where the 
Alexanders lived. The friend 
or servant who emigrated with 
the Alexanders was evidently 
from the same place. His name 
was hard to read or mangled 
by the typesetter. Was it 
Terence Morris? There was 
probably an inheritance behind 
this search for the Alexanders 

Someone in Ballymenagh, 
very likely a family member, 
supplied their names and the 
approximate year they emi- 
grated. Hugh Alexander or his 
wife may well have had sib- 
lings there. Sadly no one had 
heard from them in 21 years 
or they would have mentioned 
where the family was last 
known to be living. Why 
choose a man who made wigs, 
not a merchant or attorney, as 
your agent in Philadelphia? 
Presumably the folks in 
Ballymenagh wrote William 
Carson because they already 
knew him. If I were one of 
William Carson’s descendants, 
Id strongly suspect he was 
born within a mile of 
Cookstown, Co. Tyrone. “No- 
tice is hereby given, that if Jo-

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ave you ever picked up a historical novel, tantalized by its description and primed to 

dive into its story, then once begun discovered you couldn’t figure out when it was 

supposed to take place? Did it include historical figures you've heard of, but it never 

quite arwered who they were or where they really came from? And once you finished the story, 

were you left with the feeling that it just didn’t ring true? 

In any novel, a clear and believable setting is vital. Characters niust react to events in ways 

that use correct technology and social integrity for the period in which they reside, or else the 
reader is left unsure, unsatisfied, and unhappy. Not a good situation. 


To create the setting, espe- 
cially one from the distant past, 
an author needs to become a re- 
lentless, intrepid detective for 
facts. Often, the lack of docu- 
mentation and archaeological 
finds regarding certain eras is 
a writer’s constant and frustrat- 
ing bane. My Macsen’s Trea- 
sure series, of which I have 
published the first two novels 
and have two more forthcom- 
ing, is set in just such an era: 
the Age of King Arthur. While 
striving to accurately ground 
these books in their period of 
history, I have read authorita- 
tive works numbering into the 
hundreds on the Dark Ages, 
Arthurian legend and literature, 


and Celtic history; traveled on — 


study tours across Britain; and 
held endless discussions with 
experts in the field. Though 
these traditional sources are 
invaluable, they are sometimes 
still not quite enough. 

One example of the Dark 
Age puzzle that is constantly 
skewed or missing is dates. 
While they are the scourge of 
most history students in school, 
and pinpointing an exact year 
is not always necessary, I have 
occasionally seen novelists ig- 
nore them altogether out of in- 
decision or fear of being pegged 
as inaccurate. 

To play the date detective 
for the Macsen’s Treasure se- 
ries, I have used an extensive 
set of records known as the 
Early Welsh Genealogies. The 
pedigrees are the earliest 





known of the various royal 
houses of what we now call 
Wales, Cumbria, Northumbria, 
Cornwall, Brittany, and low- 
land Scotland, dating as far 
back as the mid-fourth century. 
Though scholars do consider 
their dates’ accuracy somewhat 
questionable (and some of the 
names as well), they give a 
wonderful timeframe of when 
strong and weak rulers reigned 
and fought each other, when 
their kingdoms rose and fell, to 
which generation they be- 
longed and how they were in- 
terrelated. 

It is known that the early 
inhabitants of these regions 
originated from the same stock 
as those who became the 
Welsh, were closely tied to 
each other through trade and 
family relations, and spoke dia- 
lects of an early Welsh lan- 
guage. The genealogies also 


-give important clues to when 


these people migrated due to 
politics, war, famine, trade, 
family ties and dozens of other 
reasons. In conjunction, ety- 
mology, the study of word ori- 
gins, parallels those movements 
in tracing not only people’s 
names, but place names, which 
tend to move along with people. 

In other periods where 
documentation and archaeol- 
ogy provide a wealth of knowl- 
edge, political intrigue is very 
well represented in literature. 
However, it seems that the po- 
litical environment of Dark Age 
Britain has not been explored

beyond a vague and cursory 
thought. Instead, war, religion 
and romance, though valid as 
fictional treatments, tend to be 
the most prominently dis- 
played. Britain in the fifth cen- 
tury consisted of probably 
nearly fifty tiny kingdoms, and 
in Welsh tradition, a kingdom 
was split among the sons in- 
stead of leaving it intact for the 
eldest son to inherit. The Early 
Welsh Genealogies clearly con- 
firm this practice. Wouldn’t 
ruthless maneuvering between 
brothers and cousins make an 
ideal platform for a political 
thriller set in King Arthur’s 


‘time? 


To grip a reader’s atten- 
tion, authors must create rich- 
ness and depth in their novels 
through the use of details, 
whether through dialogue, de- 
scription or action. The flow of 
time is only one aspect of the 
writer’s puzzle, but is a price- 
less framework to which the 
story is attached, driving it a 
clear path. Sure it’s fiction, but 
to have a satisfied reader eager 
for the next story, any book 
needs to have the ring of truth.

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God keep me from the man that has but one thing to mind. 
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On a wall adjoining the 
Porter’s Lodge of the School 
of Medicine at Edinburgh Uni- 
versity can be found a plaque 
recalling that, in the eighteenth 
century, one hundred and sev- 
enteen Americans were 
awarded medical degrees in 
Edinburgh. It also notes that 
one of these, Benjamin Rush, 
and Dr John Witherspoon, a 
theologian from Edinburgh, 
were signatories of the Ameri- 
can Declaration of Indepen- 
dence... 

What the plaque fails to 
mention is that men of Scot- 
tish descent enjoyed an ex- 
traordinary representation 
among signatories of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. Well 
over a third, and by some esti- 
mations as many as three-quar- 
ters, of the fifty-six signatories 
were Scots-born or had some 
Scots ancestry. 

The prominence of Scots 
colonialists in the push to- 
wards independence and the 
contribution of so many Scots 
and Americans with Scottish 
blood in the creation and shap- 
ing of the United States illus- 
trates the profound and wide- 
spread influence of the ideas 
and values of the Scottish En- 
lightenment. Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, a rich source of in- 
formation on prominent 
Americans of Scottish descent, 
relates that Witherspoon was 
born in Gifford and educated 
at Haddington Grammar 
School and Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, and that he served as a 
Presbyterian minister in Pais-

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ley before leaving for 
America. There he became 
President of the College of 
New Jersey (now Princeton 
University), where he was in- 
fluential in spreading the En+ 
lightenment philosophy while 
also making his reputation as 
a statesman, serving as amem- 
ber of two provincial con- 
gresses and subsequently of 
the Continental Congress. 

Dr Witherspoon was the 
only clergyman to sign the 
Declaration of Independence. 

The other signatory men- 
tioned, Benjamin Rush, later 
known as “Hippocrates of 
Pennsylvania” and a pioneer of 
psychiatry, was born in 
America but also had Scottish 
ancestry... as did Thomas 
Jefferson, who drafted the 
Declaration, and George 
Washington, popular hero of 
the Revolution and first presi- 
dent of the United States of 
America. 

A disproportionate 
influence and 
presidential legacy 

Well before the American 
Revolution, or any moves to- 
wards independence, people of 
Scottish ancestry wielded a 


disproportionate influence on — 


life in America - not least 
through tenure of the majority 
of British colonial governor- 
ships. 

By the time of the War of 
Independence, however, 
people of Scottish blood were 
divided in their allegiance. 
Many took the side of the Brit- 
ish in the conflict leading up 





to the Declaration; many oth- 
ers, such as Dr Witherspoon, 

strongly supported the emer- 
gence of a new, independent 
country. Scottish precedent 
was also strongly influential in 
the formulation of American 
independence. 

Authors such as Duncan A. 
Bruce have pointed out a num- 
ber of remarkable similarities 
between the wording and as- 
pirations of the US Declara- 
tion of Independence and the 
subsequent Constitutional 
Convention and two much ear- 
lier Scottish documents. These 
were the fourteenth-century 
Scottish Arbroath Declara- 
tion, addressed to the Pope as 
an expression of Scotland’s 
determination for indepen- 
dence from England, and the 
National Covenant of 1638. 

The Scottish influence per- 
sisted and it is estimated that 
well over half of US presidents 
to the present day have been 
at least partly of Scottish de- 
scent: from George Washing- 
ton, Thomas Jefferson, James 
Madison and Andrew Jackson 
to James Buchanan, William 
McKinley, Woodrow Wilson 
and Franklin D Roosevelt, 
among many others. 


“If all else fails, | will 
retreat up the valley of 
Virginia, plant my flag on the 
Blue Ridge, rally around the 
Scotch-Irish of that region 
and make my last stand for 
liberty amongst a people 
who will never submit to 
British tyranny whilst there 
is a man left to draw a 
trigger.” George Washington at 
Valley Forge. 

The ancestry of George 
Washington, Virginia planter, 
American general, victorious 
commander-in-chief of the 


Colonial Forces and unop- 
posed first president of the 
USA, has been traced back to 
the Scottish King Malcolm II. 

This grand, indomitable 
and immensely popular father 
of the USA, who is so 
colourfully described in 








Alitai Cooke’s America*, 
chose as the four members of 
his first cabinet Thomas 
Jefferson as secretary of state, 
Alexander Hamilton as secre- 
tary of treasury, Henry Knox 
as secretary of war and 
Edmund Randolph as attorney 
general. 

All four were of Scots de- 
scent. 


“First in war, first in 
peace, and first in the hearts 


of his countrymen.” - 
Resolution drafted by Henry Lee 
upon the death of George 
Washington and passed by 


Congress. 


Thomas Jefferson, son of 
a Virginia planter, principal 
author of the Declaration of 


- Independence, first secretary 


of state, and third president of 


‘the USA was, notes Duncan A. 


Bruce, a descendant of a sister 
of King Robert I of Scotland. 

As reflected in the Decla- 
ration he penned, Jefferson 
was devoted to the concept of 
liberty. Opposed to slavery, in 
1778 he successfully passed a 
law prohibiting importation of 
slaves into Virginia. Starting 
his first term as Republican 
president in 1801, he retired 
aged 66 following his second 
term and a total of 40 years in 
politics. 

Thomas Jefferson was con- 
sidered an extraordinarily cul- 
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tured and talented man and his 
final contribution to his coun- 
try was the founding of the 
University of Virginia. 

“.. probably the greatest 
concentration of talent and ge- 
nius [in the White House] ex- 
cept for perhaps those times 
when Thomas Jefferson ate 
alone,” remarked President J 


F Kennedy of his guests when — 
hosting .a dinner for Nobel - 


Prize winners, a century and a 
half after Jefferson’s presi- 
dency. 

Born in the British West 
Indies, Alexander Hamilton 
was a grandson of the Laird of 
Cambuskeith, Ayrshire. 

Moving to mainland North 
America-as a teenager, he 
strongly supported the colo- 
nists’ cause, serving against 
the British in the War of Inde- 
pendence and becoming an 
aide-de-camp to General 
George Washington in 1777. 

Subsequently Hamilton 
studied law and later became 
leader of the Federalist Party. 
He was nominated first secre- 
tary of the treasury in 1789.

EDINBURGH — The centuries-old feud between 
the MacDonalds and the Campbells was reignited yes- 
terday when a Campbell was made head ofa visitor cen- 
tre commemorating the Glencoe massacre. Roddy 
Campbell is to be manager of the $6-million centre at the 
scene of one of the bloodiest episodes in Scottish history, 
where his clan used their swords to kill 38 MacDonalds 
in 1692. 

Although more than 300 years have elapsed since 
government soldiers led by the Campbells carried out 
the atrocity, the massacre still provokes strong emotions 
in the Highlands. 

The appointment of Mr. Campbell to head the Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland’s centre, which opens in May, 
has provoked a war of words. 

Hector MacDonald, an expert in Highland history, 
said: “I honestly do not believe it. Only a quango could 
think up something like this. It is amazing. Perhaps this 
government-led quango thinks it can build bridges with 
the Glencoe community.

Henry Knox distinguished 
himself when, as an artillery 
colonel during the Revolution, 
he transported a quantity of 
captured British artillery for 
three hundred miles over snow 
and ice to secure the relief of 
Boston which was under siege. 

Encyclopaedia Britannica 

notes that Knox later ran an 
artillery school in Morristown, 
the forerunner of West Point 
Military Academy of which he 
is considered the founder. 

General Knox succeeded 
Washington as commander of 
the army at the end of the war, 
and was nominated first sec- 
retary of war. Edmund 
Jennings Randolph, a Virginia 
lawyer, served at the siege of 
Boston as an aide to General 
George Washington. 

The War of Independence 
created a rift in the Randolph 
family. His father, who was 

_the king’s attorney, his mother 
and sisters all left America for 
England while Edmund 
Randolph stayed to support the 
colonists. Nominated first US 
attorney general, he became 
secretary of state on the resig- 
nation of Jefferson in 1793. 

Designing the Constitution 
The architect of the American 
Constitution, James Madison 
was born in Port Conway. The 
son of a Virginia planter of 


English and Scottish ancestry; 


he had Scottish tutors in his 
early years and then studied at 
Princeton under the direction 
of president Dr John 
__ Witherspoon. 

 @ In 1776, as a delegate to the 
Virginia constitutional con- 
vention, Madison was in- 
volved in drafting the declara- 
tion of rights and the Virginia 
constitution; he was also 
closely involved in the draft- 
ing of the bill to establish reli- 
gious freedom. 

‘ James Madison strongly 
believed in the people’s right 
to choose government - a con- 
viction reflected in the US 
Constitution. Elected fourth 
president of the USA in 1808, 
he was re-elected in 1812, re- 
tiring in 1817.

to become the seventh presi- 
dent of the United States of 
America, was a Major General 
of the Tennessee militia dur- 
ing the War of 1812 against 
Britain and in 1815 defeated a 
British force at New Orleans. 
A self-made man with little 
formal education, Jackson was: 
elected President in 1828 fol- 
lowing the first ever direct ap- 
peal to voters. His election 
gave rise to the expression 
“Jacksonian democracy”. 


Re-elected in 1832, he 
stepped down in 1837, by 
which time he had achieved 
the not inconsiderable feat of 
being even more popular than 
he had been when first elected. 

A later American president 
with Scottish roots was Will- 
iam McKinley. 

A distinguished soldier 
during the Civil War, and a 
prominent lawyer in the post- 
war years, McKinley was 
elected to Congress in 1876 
where he made his reputation 
as a leader of the Republican 
Party. He retired from Con- 
gress in 1890, became Gover- 
nor of Ohio in 1891 and in 
1896 was nominated for presi- 
dent by the Republican Na- 
tional Convention. 

Winning the election, Wil- 
liam McKinley became the 





twenty-fifth president of the 
USA, serving two terms before 
being shot by an anarchist in 
1901. When he died six days 
later, the country went into 
mourning, testament to his 
enormous popularity. 

Woodrow Wilson, twenty- 
seventh president of the USA, 
was born the son of a Presby- 
terian minister in Virginia in 
1856. He commenced his ca- 
reer as an academic, being 
nominated president of 
Princeton University when he 
was 46. 

Eight years later he was 
elected Democratic governor 
of New Jersey, becoming 
president of the USA two years 
after that. 

President Wilson was com- 
mitted to ideals of peace, self- 
determination, and prosperity 
for all. However he was un- 
able to realise his post-World 
War I vision of, and personal 
striving towards, establish- 
ment of a new world order un- 
der the auspices of the League 
of Nations. He was awarded a 


Nobel Peace Prize shortly be- — 


fore he retired in 1921. 

The longest-serving presi- 
dent in American history was 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
who also had some Scottish 
blood. His four terms in of-

This 
is a combined index to Magna 
Charta Sureties (Weiss), Ancestral 
Roots of Certain Colonists 
(Weiss), Royal Descent of 500 
Immigrants (Roberts-only those 
pre-revolutionary), Royalty for 
Commoners (Stuart), Blood Royal 
(Leese), Plantagenet Ancestry of 
Seventeenth Century Colonists 
(Faris), and'many other books. All 
entries contain sources and most 
contain short biographies 


In the 39 generations back to 
Charlemagne one would have 2%39 
(2 to the 39th power) (559 billion) 
ancestors. So all those descended 
from ancestors in Western Europe 


. are descended from each person 


living there at the time in over 
2,000 different ways. So the odds 
are that we are all descended from 
Charlemagne. The problem is to 
prove it. 


If you believe you have noble 
ancestors (nobody kept track on the 
ancestry of peasants in olden times) 
send me their names and at no 
charge I will see if they are in my 
data base.

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Passports were once used to travel within the States 


Passports are not only documents that are used to travel from one country to 
another, but in the early days of our country, passports were permits to authorize 
travel through Indian and foreign-held lands. The southern states east of the Missis- 





sippi were for a long time held by the French or Spanish, and by law, only those L 


persons issued passports were allowed to enter these territories. 

These passport records have the largest body of data relating to the pioneers in the 
Southeastern United States. Prior to 1824, the Secretary of War was responsible for the 
conduct of the Government’s relations with the Indian tribes and for issuing passports 
for travel through their land. Passports were supposed to be issued only to those giving 
assurance of good conduct; it was essential that troublemakers be kept out. 

Applicants seeking passports were expected to furnish references of good character. 
Some persons arriving at the embarking point without the necessary papers were bitter 
toward Indian agents who tried to detain them until the proper documents were obtained. 
Some of the reasons passports were necessary were for trade, travel, debt collection, 
recovery of stolen horses or slaves, and removal of property of white intruders. 

By the early 1800s so many people arrived in Louisiana from the American states 
that the Spanish governor complained about lack of passports. 

From 1824 until 1849 passport issuance was transferred to the newly created De- 
partment of the Interior. The issuance of passports (or passes) dwindled quickly in the 
face of rapidly diminishing boundaries. Passports became just a footnote in history, 
but can still provide valuable information about the movements of individuals of time.

seph Martin, who left Bally 


‘Martin, in the County of 
Down, near Killinchy, in Ire- 
land, on the 10th of July, 1750, 
and took his Passage from 
Lairn (Larne) for New York, 
is still alive, and will come to 
the New Printing Office, in 
Market-street, Philadelphia, he 
will hear of something to his 
Advantage. N.B. Said Joseph 
Martin kept School some time 
in the Jerseys.” Pennsylvania 
Gazette, January 17, 1760 

In this case, we know ex- 
actly where Joseph Martin’s 
home was located. There are 
two. townlands called 
Ballymartin in County Down, 
but the one “near Killinchy” is 
in the Parish of Tullynakill. 
The Presbyterian congregation 
was called Killinchy and we 
might guess the Martins were 
among its members. We’re

Alexander held the post of 
sheriff in the north until his 
death in 1449. 

Q: You have written sev- 
eral books, and I wonder what 
made you decide to write on the 
Lord of the Isles when so many 
books have been written about 
him. From the time you wrote 
your first sentence until the 
book was published, how long 
did it take you to write this 
book? Where did you do most 
of your research? 

A: In fact, it was never 
my intention to write a his- 
tory of Clan Donald. In 1998 
I finished my third book, a 
history of the 17th century 
Scottish Covanateer wars. 
Hating a vacuum, I at once 
began a fresh project. How- 
ever, at that time John 
Donald, my publishing com- 
pany, was undergoing 
lengthy merger negotiations 
with another undisclosed 
company, which later turned 
out to be Birlinn, also an 
Edinburgh based publishing 


house. Unable to disclose my 
ideas with a commissioning 
editor, I began gathering ma-

nally cleared, I put my pro- 
posal to Hugh Andrew, the 
managing director of Birlinn. 
He told me that he would 
have been very interested in 
this, but, unbeknown to me, 
there were already two his- 
tories of the Campbells close 
to completion, including one 
by Alastair Campbell of 
Airds. As an alternative he 
suggested a history of Clan 
Donald. After some initial 
hesitation, I set out to follow 
this path, a decision I have 
never regretted. The re- 
search took about a year. 
Writing took a much smaller 
time. I have never been ter- 
rorized, like so many others, 
by the blank page, and enjoy 
the whole process of creating 
crisp and balanced sentences. 
From first word to final pe- 
riod, the writing took about 
eight weeks. Most of the re- 
search was done in the Na- 
tional Library of Scotland, 
based in Edinburgh. 

Q: You dedicated this 
book to your grandfather, 
Murdoch Campbell. Your 
middle name is Campbell. 
Please briefly tell us about him 
and how you came to dedicate 
' your book to him, which, I 


think, is a beautiful gesture on 
your part and a significant way 
to honor him. 

A: Sadly, my grandfa- 
ther died when I was only 
eight years old, so # remem- 
ber very little about him. His 
family originally came from 
the Western Isles, and he 
served in the army during the 
First World War, being 
wounded at the Battle of 
Somme. Beyond the tempo- 
rary net of living memory, 
most people are leit with no 
permanent record of their 
existence here on Earth. It 
seemed to me that the best 
way of honouring him was by 
means of a simple dedication, 
which will survive for as long 
as people are civilized and li- 
braries exist. It also seemed 
most appropriate to do so in 
a book about Clan Donald, as 
a small gesture of friendship 
and reconciliation. 

Q: Is Scotland capable of 
supporting herself in the man- 
ner she is currently accus- 
tomed, including national de- 
fense, if she ever becomes a 
totally independent nation with 
no ties to England? Do you 
ever see that happening? 

A: I do not believe it to 
be wise or sensible for Scot- 
land to separate completely 
from England, especially in 
matters of national defense, 
and I would most certainly 
never wish to see border and 
custom controls between the 
two nations. It may be that 
some of these older issues 
will, in the end, be super- 
seded by the continuing de- 
velopment of the European 
Union. 

Q: L always ask the above 
question of the authors I inter- 
view since I. thought, over a 
period of time, it would give our 
readers a variety of answers, 
but that has not proven to be 
the case so far. Previous au- 
thors have basically answered 
affirmatively. Yet, most of the 
people I have talked with in 
Scotland during my dozen vis- 
its over the past ten years seem 
to indicate it would probably 
not work out as easily as some 
seem to think. Why do you 
think there seems to be one an- 
swer for the press and another 
in the dining room? 

A: I think that most 
Scots are intensely ambiva- 
lent about their place in the 
world, passionate and cau- 


tious at one and the same 
time. 
Q: Inyour opinion, has the 
new Scottish Parliament lived 
up to the expectations of the 
people of Scotland? Is Scotland 
any better off today with its 
own parliament and if so, 
please tell us how? 

A: For many years I was 
a confirmed supporter of a 
separate Scottish Parlia- 
ment. It would, however, be 
wrong to say that the reality 
has lived up to the ideal. This 
is perhaps less to do with the 
institution as such. Sadly, too 
many of the representatives 
- especially the Socialists - 
are at best second rate and 
intellectually impoverished. 
I hope this doesn’t sound too 
harsh. London continues to 
draw the better minds. Are 
we better off? On balance the 
answer to this is probably 
yes. In the past, much Scot- 
tish business tended to get 
bogged down in_ the 
Westminster quagmire. 

Q: What are some of the 
advantages of having your own 
parliament and what are some 
of the accomplishments of the 
Scottish Parliament that would 
not have come from London? 

A: Talways believed that 
the chief aim of a separate 
Scottish Parliament, besides 
dealing more effectively with 
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purely domestic business, 
was to give my zation a 
higher profile in tne world. I 
suppose this has happened to 
some extent, although not to 
a sufficient high degree as 
yet. I certainly hope that one 
day American people - be- 
yond those of Scottish de- 
scent - will think of the Brit- 
ish Isles as much more than 
England! 


Q: What is ahead for 
Raymond Campbell Paterson 
as to your next book and when 
can we expect it in the book- 
stores? 

A: My next book is to be 
called No Tragic Story - The 
Fall of the House of Campbell 
and is due for publication in 
the spring. This deals with 
the events leading up to the 
ninth Earl of Argyll’s rebel- 
lion in 1685 against King 
James VII of Scotland o»2 ™ 
of England, Britain’s last 
Catholic sovereign. At the 
moment I am gathering ma- 


terial for a biography of John © 


Maitland, second Ear! and 
only Duke of Lauderdale, 
who dominated Scottish poli- 
tics during the reign of 
Charles II. Lauderdale was 
both unscrupulous and cor- 
rupt. I suppose the nearest 
American equivalent is a 
Tammany Hall Boss. 

Q: In conclusion, I want 
to personally thank you for 
your courtesies during this in- 
terview. You have written a 
very fine book that is extremely 
interesting and well written. It 
was, for many reasons, one of 
my favorite books read during 
2001. Your use of current 
words or phrases to describe 


people and events, such as 
“Stewart Mafia,” caused me to , 


chuckle, knowing that, in my 
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opinion, that phrase could at 
times be used to describe either 
Clan Donald or Clan Campbell. 
Do you have any closing com- 
ments you would like to leave 
with our readers? 

A: Thank you for your 
kind and generous comments

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The gigantic two-handed sword with which 
Wallace “made great room about him” always 
excites everyone with wonderment and 
veneration. 
From the top of the pommel to the point of the 
blade of this great weapon measures 5 feet 6 
’ inches and remember that the blade (which is 4 
_ feet 4 inches) has been reduced by fracture and 
_ re-welding: The plain leather mounting of the 
handle is not original. This was added later in 
1825 in the Tower of London when it was sent 
for repair. The sword weighted about 5.9 Ibs., 
and the blade is over 2 inches broad at the top 
and narrows to | inch at the point. It weighs in 
_ its current condition approximately 6.5 lbs. 

a _ After Wallace’s capture at Robroyston in

In 1825, when the sword was sent to the Tower 
of London for repair (as a few inches has been 
broken off), it was, at the request of the Duke of 
examined by the celebrated 
authority, Sir Samuel Meyrick, who pronounced 
it late 15" Century. This opinion, which at first 
seemed to doubt the authenticity of the weapon, 
now rather seems to confirm it. In the accounts 
of the Lord High Treasurer of Scotland, dated 8 
December, 1505, is an entry of a sum paid, at the 
command of James IV, for binding of “Wallas 
sword with cords of silk” and providing it with 
“ane new hilt and plommet,” and also a new 
scabbard and new belt. So the trappings really 
did belong to the period fixed by the expert, 
while the blade itself is shown to be of a more 
ancient time. 

The sword has a more recent history. On the 8" 
of November 1936, it was stolen by four men 
who claimed to be Scottish Nationals. 
Fortunately the sword was recovered in 
September 1939 in the River Clyde near 
Bothwell Bridge in Lanarkshire. The sword was 
then kept in a police cell in Stirling until 1941, 
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“The sword that seemed fit for an archangel to wield 
was light tw his terrible hana” 
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when it was handed over to the town council and 
placed in a safe for the duration of WW II. On 
the 13™ of April it was returned to the National 
Wallace Monument. It was again stolen in May 
1972 by the “100” organization that listed a 
number of conditions for its return, including 
complaining about the poor state of the 
Monument. The sword is on display at the 
Monument mainly due to the efforts of Reverend 
Charles Rogers, who was also responsible for the 
fundraising to build the National Wallace 
Monument. It was his hard work that saw the 
sword being transferred from Dumbarton Castle 
after permission was obtained from _ the 
government. 

The sword of William Wallace is proudly on 
display on the first floor of the Monument in an 
environmental controlled case. A replica of the 
sword was made in 1984 and is displayed in the 
original case in the Hall of Heroes on the 
Monument’s second floor, bearing the 
inscription “Battle of Stirling Bridge fought on 
11 September 1297”, on one side, and “Sir

Is the Webster’s New World Dictionary, the word aay 
comes from the Greek “Koiman” which means to “put to sleep.” 

A cemetery is the “place for the burial of the dead.” 

However, in the United Kingdom the word “cemetery” 
means something a little different. A “cemetery” in the UK is a 
municipal (civic) burial ground for the internment of people of 
any religious denomination or no religion at all. Most of these 
cemeteries date back to the 1850s and 1860s. Some of them can 
be quite large, taking in tens of thousands of graves. Some- 
times there is a nondenominational chapel on site, where fu- 
neral services can be held. 

A “churchyard” is a burial ground on church had (Estab- 
lished Church of England) which usually surrounds the church 
itself. Some of the graves can go back to the 12th century but 
most of the gravestones only survive from the 17th or 18th cen- 
turies. Churchyards are usually for burial of members of that 
church. (Although some members who later became noncon- 
formists will be buried there, although their minister could not 
officiate or even be a part of the service.) 

Churches (or chapels) other than the parish church (Estab- 
lished Church of England), often have graveyards around them. 
: : These are called “chapel yards” and date from about the first 
half of the 19th century. 

Some large cities will have both “cemeteries,” “churchyards,” 3 ; : :

en considering the 
opulation that 
makes up_ the 


“Lowland Scots” ( the 70% of 
Scots not affiliated with the 
Highland clans) you need to 
first delineate the “boundaries” 
of the Highlands. 

For the purposes of this col- 
umn the Highlands will be con- 
sidered to be from the northern- 
most tip of Scotland at the 
Pentland Firth (just under the is- 
lands of Orkney and Shetland 
whose population is mostly of 
Nordic, rather than Scottish, heri- 
tage), south and including the 
western Grampian area (west of 
Nairn on the Moray Firth in the 
north, my apologies to the 
Gordons whose clan center is east 
of this line in Huntly) and slightly 
west of the River Spey as it winds 
diagonally southwesterly. 

The “line” of the High- 
lands continues south and west 
just below Ben Nevis and Fort 
William at the southern tip of 
the Great Glen and just above 
Oban, which is very close to 
Glencoe, on the Firth of Lorne 
in the Strathclyde region and 
from there off the west coast 
and back northward up the 
coast, including the Isles of 
Skye, Rum, and Eigg, to the 
west of the Western Isles and 
back to the Pentland Firth. 

Though this is the “line” 
of the Highlands many of the 
clans, such as Clan Hay, whose 
main seat is on the furthermost 
northeastern area of Scotland 
near Turriff in the eastern 


Grampian area and who had 
other castles and homes near 
the city of Perth in the Central 
area of Scotland and in the Bor- 
der area below Edinburgh, and 
the Gordons as mentioned 
above, actually lived outside 
the currently designated High- 
lands area. I 

I shall leave the stories of 
these clans to their historians. 

The English did make it 
into the Highlands where the 
battle of Culloden was fought 
near Inverness, but some of the 
battles which we may think 
took place in the Highlands ac- 
tually did not. 

Stirling Castle, 
Bannockburn, (the battle- 
ground of Robert the Bruce), 
and Falkirk (where William 
Wallace was defeated by the 
English), for instance, are ac- 
tually in the Central area of 
Scotland just a short distance 
above Glasgow. 

The Battle of Flodden was 
fought in the southernmost area 
of Scotland near the River Tweed. 

The Highland area occu- 
pies the major portion of Scot- 
land, but is less populated than 
the rest of the country. 

In contrast to the 
Highlanders, the “Lowlanders” 
were farmers, merchants, ship 
builders, clothiers, hemp manu- 
facturers, poets, educators, 
fishermen, etc.

It 
would, I’m sure, rival any ca- 
thedral built in England, 
France, Italy, etc. at that time 
in history. Yet in that era the 
Scots were considered unedu- 
cated, backwards, heathens. 

Perhaps not. 

In future articles I shall en- 
deavor to introduce you to famous 
lowlanders, cities, life in these 
areas during various time periods, 
the good and the bad, and shall 
draw a great deal on my visit to 
these areas to share with you.

1857 census! 

Beware if you think you’ ve 
found a possible ancestor in the 
extreme southwest corner of 
Minnesota in its 1857 Territo- 
rial Census, according to Wil- 
liam Dollarhide, a speaker at 
the recent SGS Diamond Jubi- 
lee Seminar. 

Dollarhide says the census 
in that area is fake. (That Min- 
nesota was made a state in 
1858 and statehood requires a 
certain population - just might 
have had something to do with 
it.) 

Severn unoccupied coun- 
ties - Cottonwood, Jackson, 
Martin, Murray, Nobles, Pip- 
estone and Rock - were created 
in 1857 and fraudulently 
peopled with 4,000 individu- 
als who didn’t exist and never 
had. 

The “take care” warning 
also covers the 1850 and 1860 
Federal Censuses taken there. 
The seven “counties” were cut 
from what was originally 
Brown County established in 
1855 and unorganized territory.

“enumerations” were done by

Cairn for General 
Mackay erected 

A cairn has been recently 
constructed in the memory of 
General Hugh Mackay of 
Scourie, a leading member of 
the 17" century aristocracy, 
and Scotland’s Commander- 
in-Chief of the armed forces 
under William of Orange. 

The cairn was erected by 
the Scourie Community Coun- 
cil in association with the Clan 
Mackay Society, which pro- 
vided the plaque and the Clan 
Mackay arms. The masonry 
work was done by Colin Ross, 
Kylestrome gamekeeper, 
while retired monumental 
sculptor, Bill Mackay of 


_ Linlithgow, fashioned the 


plaque and arms. ; 

General Mackay, a son of 
Donald of Scourie, was born 
in 1640 and was killed in battle 
at Selkirk on July 24, 1692. He 
married Dutch women of 
noble extraction and had by 
her a son, Hugh, and several 
daughters, one of whom mar- 
ried George Mackay, 3" Lord 
Reay. Mr. Ian Hay, a former 
hotel owner, first presented the 
idea of a cairn for General 
Mackay.

Sinclair survivor of Pie 
Pentagon September 11 


William Wayne Sinclair 
always imagined he had a 
guardian angel. 

September 11 convinced 
him it was so. 

Sinclair, 54, was sitting at 
his desk on the first floor of the 
Pentagon that morning when he 
felt a giant “gush of air, then 
everything went dark.” 

Sinclair, a civilian com- 
puter specialist, employed by 
an Army contractor, was at his 
post when Flight 77 crashed 
into the side of the building. 

In the following minutes it 
was impossible for Sinclair and 
his colleagues to see anything 
through the black smoke that en- 
veloped his office. Crawling 
through the debris, Sinclair heard 
anunknown voice that called out, 
“Head toward my voice. There’s 
an opening out here.” 

Led by the voice, Sinclair 
and his colleagues scrambled 
through the smoke-filled offices 
and reached safety. 


Sinclair’s escape was not 
without injury. He suffered 
second and third degree burns 
over his arms and hands and 
bruises and scratches all over 
his body. He was taken to the 
hospital where he spent 21 days 
being treated and recuperating. 

After two operations, 
Sinclair is moving a little 
slower and has limited mobil-
